We hereby claim the benefit under Tide 35, United States Code, §120 of any United

We believe the original Patent to be partiy inoperative by reason of our claiming less 
than we had a right to claim in the patent. This defect in the patent occurred, 
through error, without deceptive intent on our part and warrants reissue pursuant 
to 35 U.S.C. §251 & 37 C.F.R. §1.75. 

The error to be corrected by the present Reissue Application stems from our failure 
to appreciate the scope of the claims ultimately allowed. After its issuance of the 
subject patent, we recognized that an error existed in the issued Patent because the 
we had claimed less than we had a right to claim in the Patent. Specifically, we 
noticed that the issued patent contained only claims directed to a "medical glove" 
when, in fact, the Specification supports broader claims to a polymeric film and 
articles formed therefrom. Therefore, we now wish to claim the full scope of the 
invention as described in the Specification, and we have added claims 23-34 in the 
present Reissue Application. 

Independent Claim 23 has been added to claim a "polymeric film" rather than a 
"medical glove" inasmuch as the specification teaches this broader article, and the 
granting of claims thereon would help to cure the defect mentioned hereinabove. 
Support for claims 23-31 can be found in the specification of U.S. Patent 6,021,524 
at column 1, lines 63-64; column 2, line 1-2; column 2, lines 17-20; and in the 
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Abstract. Also, independent claim 32, and claims 33 and 34 dependent therefrom, 
have been added to claim "an article formed from a poljnneric film having increased 
cut resistance". It is believed that these claims will also help to cure the defect 
mentioned hereinabove. Support for these claims can be found in the specification 
of U.S. Patent 6,021,524 at column 2, lines 46-56 and at column 7, lines 20-25.
